mittee on agriculture last Feb. 
25. A transcript of the hearing 
was released Monday. 


Shaw testified that although 


the Public Health Service has 
issued a report that smoking 


can cause cancer and other dis 
eases, the federal government 
does not know exactly what ele 
ments in tobacco or in the burn. 
ing of it are the agents of dis- 
ease. 


"We do feet that it is very 


important then that we d 
everything in our power to iden 
tify and remove the substance 
that are hazardous," he said. 


"Now, when, we find out wha 


the proble m s are, we do h av 
opportunities through breeding 
of tobacco- to change the char 
acteristics of the tobacco." 


As an example, he said re 


searhers can produce tobacc 
with no nicotine in it or any per 
centage of nicotine that they de 
sire.-He said the same probabl; 
could be done with the tars ii 
tobacco.

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Russian Advertising 


Advertising1 is both a public service 


and an economic necessity for business- 
men in the competitive American sup- 
ermarket of goods and services which 
overwhelm shoppers with choices. 


Advertising: is a form of news in 


which the seller informs the buyer of 
the price, dimensions, advantages, and 
contents of his product If accurate and 
honest, as it should be, advertising is 
essential to swift and thrifty shopping 
in the supermarket, drug store, depart- 
ment store. 


But advertising' is only necessary 


when there is a choice and an abundance 
of goods and services for consumers to 
choose. 


Russian Communists have long ridi- 


culed American advertising as one of 
the decadent characteristics of capital- 
ism. 


Actually it is one of the proofs of the 


success of free enterprise capitalism in 
producing goods and services at com- 
petitive prices which everyone can pay. 


You do not have to sell your soul, join 


the Communist party, hold high govern- 
ment position, or bribe someone to buy 
a refrigerator, toaster, watch or elec- 
tric razor in America today. An auto- 


mobile is not a luxury of (he privileged 
class. 


But in Russia there is a dawning 


awareness of the uses of advertising. 
An article in Isvestia, the government 
newspaper, has suggested the need for 
government advertising to help Russian 
people decide which refrigerator is best. 


What is the difference between Zi!, 


Dneiper and Saratov refrigerators? It 
is difficult for a Russian to find out 
without buying one of each and trying 
them all out—an economic impossibil- 
ity. 


So the government newspaper sug- 


gests that the small, but growing, Rus- 
sian production of consumer goods has 
brought the need for informative adver- 
tising. 


But unfortunately; Russians have ac- 


cepted their own propaganda stereotype 
of American advertising 
as 
"cheap 


temptations and evil influences eiiffon- 
dcretl by the electric frenzy of Bro;ul- 
wiiy in New York City." 


The advertising discussion in Isvestia 


is smother humorous example 
of

creasing Russian discoveries of the real- 
ity of capitalist economics through the 
confusing smokescreen of Russian prop- 
aganda, 


President Johnson's Security 


President Johnson raised some under- 


standable fears last week when he rode 
in an open car, shook hands in a crowd

ducing victory—or defeat. 


Most o b s e r v e r s and lop 


party strategists are generally 
agreed Hint voters as a whole

Why then do campaigns still 


continue during 
this period, 


ami in fuel, up to t/ie firing 
of Ihe final gun itself?

LOS ANGELES—One of baseball's lingering mysteries—why 


Ralph Branca threw a home run pitch to Bobby Thomson in the 
celebrated playoff of 1951—has been solved at last with an his- 
toric disclosure by Charlie Dresson, manager at the lime o£ Branca 
and the Dodgers. 


It was Sherlock Holmes who once confided that the most 


complicated cases are broken by the least complicated clews, 
spotting a man with wrinkled, stained knees, he deduced cor- 
rectly, for instance, that this was a guy who was digging a tuiuiel 
under the bank. 


And so it has come to light, quite without fanfare, bow 


Branca served a gopher ball which Thomson smashed out of the 
park with two on bnse, thus projecting the Wants Into the World 
Scries against the Yanks. 


Seated on the dugout bench at Chavra Kurlne the 


other night I>re«sen and his visitor were discussing Lurry 
Sherry, th« bullpen ace recently purchased by Detroit 
from tho Dodgers. 
Charlie observed that he has been trying to assist Sherry 1: 


whistling from the bench when Larry, In the act of stretching 
holds his pitching hand incorrectly. 


The stratagem is not new to Dressen. He has In his time 


whistled helpfully to Don Drysdale, Joe DiMaggio, Duke Snlile 
and others. Of course many, including the foregoing, have told him 
thanks just the same and Charlie has withdrawn, but with heart 
felt compassion for the poor slobs left to their own devices. 


Asked to demonstrate his whistle, Dressen placed his fore 


finger and pinkie in his month and Jet loose a blast that madi 
the bench vibrate.

The rest is a matter of record, except for the fixing of the 


Where historians heretofore have placed the blame 
on Branca, Charlie makes It clear that if Old. Sticky Fingers hac 
been alert, Ralph never would have aimed thnt pilch.
